As there are five buyers 
en the market on the north side the total 
deliveries must have been fully 6,000 
bushels on this side and probably more on 
the south side. Prices range from 18c to 
20c on the north side, for feed quality. But 
two of the buyers had dropped out orf 
Saturday owing to their Sem aa being 
full. The fall in the price of grain, and the 
continued fine weather, have affected busi- 
ness considerably,

ARTESIAN WELLS. 
EprtTor BULLETIN. 


Sm: Re waterworks for Edmonton. 
The follewing information taken from an 
article on ‘*Spouting Bores,” by Mr. H 
Goldie Howard, is interesting to this town, 
more especially as Winnipeg is spoken of as 
the first city in the Canadian west which 
is to solve the same difficulty re water 
supply that confronts Edmonton, by 
artesian boring. 

In Chamberlain, South Dakota, the town 
has an artesian well which it utilizes for 
running its electric plant, &c. 

At St. Agustine, Florida, is the greatest 
well yet sunk in America. It throws a 
stream out of a 12 inch pipe several millions 
of gallons daily. 

The total value of bores in Queonsland 
slone is £928,081 sterling. 

In Australia the cost varies according to 
circumstances. The following are the 
tenders of the Petrolia Boring Co., from 
surface to 1.000 feet 27 shillings per foot. 
1,000 to 1,500 feet 35 a Peake 
1.500 to 2,000 feet 40 ot cr 
and #0 on pro rata. 

An artesian well on a sheep run known 
as ‘‘Cambridge Downs” No.1 bore, in 
northern division of Queenslaud, Aus- 
tralia, water was struck at 542 feet.

In Boise City, Idaho, one of the five bores 
throw the water up into the air a distance 
of 85 feet. 

I had a conversation not long ago with an 
expert on the subject of boring, and he said 
that he had ne doubt that a most valuable 
flowing well could be got «t Edmonton, 
whict. would not only supply good water, 
but also mineral water, natural gas, last but 
not least, petroleum. Thatin his opinion, 
2,500 feet would be the outside depth. 

If capitalists can be found why not give 

them a franchise for a certain number of 
ears. The town in the meantime would 
put to no expenditure, and would reap a

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hall. All candidates for civic honors were 
invited to be present and express their 
views. 

The chair was occupied by J. A. Me- 
Dougall. 

©. Gallagher was the first speaker. He 
announced his candidature and ex 
dissatisfaction with Mayor Edmiston for 
not having discussed the 1 questions 
affecting the town at the regular civic meet- 
ing. He considered the council was remiss 
in their handling of the mill question. Re- 

ing waterworks he thought the town 
could put ina system that would answer 
the purpose for $15,000 or $20,000. : 

Mayor Edmiston followed. Regardio 
the mill question the council had secu 
an option for $686 on a site which Mr. 
Ottewell had said was satisfactory. It had 
been intended to close the matter up on 
Saturday, but time would not permit, 
It would be settled: on Tuesday night at 
the regular council meeting. Regarding the 
MeDougall street extension Mr. Heiminck 
had not accepted the council’s offer of $500, 
so it was still open. 

N. White, candidate for councillor, ob- 
jected to the east and west ends feeling. It 
was important that we should have a mill. 
Regarding waterworks it was a question if 
we were far enough ahead to have water- 
works, but if we were the town should own 
them. 

A. Brown said he was an independent 
candidate, not brought out by any ring or 
clique, and if elected would serve the town 
without fear or favor. 

K. W. Mackenzie offered his best efforts 
to the town. The principal questions were 
the market site, railway and waterworks. 

R. Hockley believed that the general 
service of the town would have to be con- 
tinued along much the same lines as at 
present. Frontage tax should be continued. 
The fire department should be in closer and 
more sympathetic touch with the chairman 
of the fire committee. Regarding water- 
works, he knew very little on the matter 
and could not find any one here who could 
tell him very much. He favored the new 
council getting full information on the sub- 
ject of waterworks rather thaa take rash 
action. He favored securing the mill site. 

P. Heiminck favored all that was right 
and fair. He would support necessary re- 
adjustment of the streets and encourage- 
ment of manufactures of every description. 

J. H. Picard explained the difference 
which had arisen between himself as_chair- 
man of fire committee and the fire depart- 
ment. He wanted to allow the immigration 
agent the use of the fire brigade reading 
room on train nights. The brigade objected. 
The fire tanks were getting unsafe. The 
council should find out particulars as to 
waterworks. 

J. McNamara, sr., thought the council 
had not taken enough interest in the flour 
mill. Sucha mill would be worth many 
thousands. In Montreal flour was worth 
$4 50 a barrel and wheat 90c. Here it was 
$4.90 a barrel and wheat 45c. 

P. L. McNamara attacked the council for 
having agreed to an alteration in the agree- 
ment with the railway company whereby 
that company were permitted to erect their 
station so far from the business part of the 
tewn that there was room to jeopardize 
established interests by building up a new 
town. On the extension of McDougall 
street he held that the council had been 
trapped so that they would have to pay 
$500 for land that was not sufficient for 
their purpose. 

K. A. McLeod, councillor, held that the 
town could not put in its own waterworks. 
The Calgary system had cost about $100,- 
090. He supported the fire brigade in hold. 
ing to their reading room. Many of the 
immigrants were not fit to be allowed in it. 
Regarding the limit to which the railway 
station might be taken, many citizens were 
present when the agreement was reached, 
and the only dissenting voice was Mayor 
Edmiston, who wanted the western limit 
at Fifth street. The utmost limit to which 
the station could be taken was 4,000 feet 
west and 3,600 feet north of the Inperial 
bank. If the railway company had not 
been allowed these limits they might have 
thrown up the charter. 

W. Short supported the action of the 
council regarding the railway and denied 
that the council had been trapped on the 
McDougall street deal. 

P. L. McNamara replied to Messrs. Mc- 
Leod and Short. 

The meeting closed at 20 minutes to 12,
